which he catches in the autumn and winter 
when they are on their way to the sea. Í 
never made this statement. 

There are eels in the Shannon at all times 
of the year, and it is a matter of common 
knowledge that these eels do feed on salmon 
and trout ova and on fry. The “ information” 
which he 1s kind enough to give me fills me 
with astonishment—viz., that nineteen- 
twentieths of the silver or commercial eels are 
either taken or are a thousand miles in the 
Atlantic Ocean on their way to their spawn- 
ing grounds ere the time for salmon to spawn 
arrives. If this statement is correct we must 
assume tha the eel fry which come into the 
Shannon in the spring (or, to be accurate, 
nineteen-twentieths of them), and are then 
about the thickness of a steel knitting-needle, 
grow during the summer and autumn of the 
same year to a weight of from IIb. to 5ʃb. 
If this assumption is not correct, the ee] fry 
must remain for a considerable time in the 
Shannon, and it is certain that they cannot 

w into large eels unless they feed. Doubt- 
bes, they feed in the same way as all other 
eels. 

Can Mr. Mackey produce any authority 
except his own for saying that the young 
silver eels do all their feeding in the deep 
water of the large lakes and feed entirely on 
what he calls fly germ”?
